By keeping one foot on the back 
of the former, Candidate Harding 
pleased the irreconcilable Wilson- 
hating element, which rallied to his 
support on the theory that, once 
elected, he would have nothing 
whatsoever to do with any form of 
“entangling foreign alliance,” and

WARNING THE UNWARY. 

In officially warning unwary 
Georgians against unscrupulous 
would-be dispensers of practically 
worthless foreign exchange and 
bonds backed by depreciated Pol- 
ish marks, T. B. Conner, chief ex- 
aminer of the Georgia Securities 
commission, has performed a pub- 
lic service that may mean the sav- 


ing of thousands of dollars to the 
people of this state. 

Mr. Conner, in a statement in 
The Constitution, told of a letter 
that had inadvertently fallen into 
his hands, in which “a New York 
concern” offered to sell the recipi- 
ent a 10,000-mark bond for $19.85 
in American cash, the would-be 
seller representing that as soon 
as Polish money reaches par the 
investor would realize $119 for 
every dollar invested. 

The truth is, as Mr. Conner 
pointed out, the current value of 
the mark is so low that 10,000 of 
them are worth only $3, instead 
of $19.85; with no probability of 
its reaching its normal exchange 


| value in many years—if ever. 


On the face of it, the scheme 
looks tempting; and it is easy 
enough to see how an unsophisti- 
cated and credulous person with a 
few loose dollars might be lured 
into a separation from his good 
money for bad by a bait offering 
such fabulous returns from a mod- 
est investment. 

How many, if any, citizens of 
Georgia have been “taken in” by 
this offer nobody knows. 

Unfortunately there is no Geor- 
gia law under which the state can 
prosecute the would-be perpetra- 
tors of this fraud; but the warn- 
ing that has been issued should 
be sufficient to protect the un- 
wary, and in issuing it the securi- 
ties commission has earned the 
gratitude of all honest Georgians. 


“CLOSED BY BLUE LAWS.” 


Our neighbor, East Point, was 
barred and padlocked against all 
forms of secular activity last Sun- 
day.

[HEALTH TALKS |

BUILDING RED BLOOD. 

I am saddened, this beautiful No- 
vember day, my dear friends, by news 
from California where the nuts thrive. 

An elaborate research to determine 
whether any measurable effect is pro- 
duced upon the blood by any form 
of iron used as medicine, has been 
conducted at the George Williams 
Hooper foundation for medical re- 
search in the University of California 
medical school, by Dr. George H. 
Whipple, of San Francisco, and his 
associates. They found that Blaud’s 
pills—real Blaud’s pills, and not the 
usual insoluble lumps of ancient lin- 
eage sold ready made—are inert when 
given under the most favorable con- 
ditions. hey found that citrate of 
iron is also without any measurable 
effect in so far as regenerating blood 
or building blood is concerned. They 
thoroughly tested other old favorites 
but concluded that no drug can com- 
pare with suitable dietary provision 
in the blood-building business. 

This leaves a lot of us practical 
healers rather in the air without min- 
eral and organic iron medicines. But 
we're used to being left in the air. 
We always manage to descend safely 
to solid earth in due time to rescue 
at least a few good patients. 

In order to-stave Off a rain of. let- 
ters about the dietary provisions al- 
luded to, let me say that the follow- 
ing foods furnish all the iron the hu- 
man blood can use: 

Raisins, grapes, onions, prunes, let- 
tuce, spinach, peas, oatmeal, egg 
yolks, almonds, apples (eaten with 
skins), walnnts, brown (unpolished) 
rice, graham or whole-wheat flour, to- 
motoes, celery, beets, rhubarb, beef, 
baked potatoes eaten with the skins. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 
Callus on Foot. 


Can you suggest something to re- 
lieve large callus formations on the 
bottoms of my feet?—(W. H. T.) 


Answer—They depend in many cases | 


on distortion of the foot from wear- 
ing narrow shoes or pointed shoes or 
both. Paint the callus each night for 
two or three weeks if necessary with 
this corn-softening liquid: 
Salicyclic acid......... 30 grains 
Flexible collodion. .one-half ounce 
(This must be kept tightly corked, 
or it will evaporate and thicken.) 
When the callus is on the center of 
the ball of the foot, where there should 
be a crease, it is usually a sign of 
broken down transverse arch, and it 
is advisable not only to wear suitably 
broad-soled and broad-toéd shoes, but 
to wear a pad of felt at least one- 
eighth inch in thickness, two inches 
long, one inch wide, lengthwise on the

run priceg down when there is only 
a half a crop made: that the ex- 
changes are no longer used exolu- 
sively as clearing houses for the 
actual crop made. but have been 
taken control of by the gambling 
public; that the mercantile inter- 
ests, the farming interests and prac- 
tically the business dnterests of ¢<he 
south are dependent on the caprices 
of the gambling public in futures 
and not in cotton. 
No Help from Congress. 

Congress has not helped the sit- 
uation at all. They talk about so 
many thousands or millions voted 
to relieve the cotton and grain 


farmers, but where is the money? 
They say a man with cotton can get 
the money by or through the re- 
serve banks, but to do this he has 
to part with his cotton—give com- 
plete control to the member bank, 
and whenever that !s done, the bears 
make a raid with paper cotton, 
down goes the market, and the 
farmer or merchant has to margin 
up with the cash or more spots, 
and having neither, what he has is 
sold out at the low price. 

About the worst thing a man can 
do with his cotton is to ship it 
to some warehouse and turn over 
the receipts to the man furnishing 
the money on it. When the bears 
with their machine run down the 
prices he can't help it, and has to 
close out the cotton to save or pro- 
tect himself. 

The bears in New York control 
the price of cotton just as easily 


with their machine as you control 
your auto with the clutch under 
your foot. A farmer can not af- 
ford to try to make cotton under 
boll weevil conditions next year 
with a guaranteed price of 30 cents 
per pound. When he pays for 
guano, poison, picking squares and 
then gets about 1 bale to the horse, 
he is in the hole and “busted” good 
and strong. 

The boll weevil is here all over 
the cotton belt. Heat nor. cold 
will destroy him, and being a sap- 
sucker, you can't poison him. He 
has ruined banks and impoverished 
millionaires as well as middle 
classes. A Christian preacher from 
Mississippi told me that he had seen 
farmers in that state lose not only 
al] their persona) property but their 
lands and homes as well trying to 
make cotton in spite of the boll 
weevil, 

And unless the price of cotton 
should go to 30 or 40 cents in the 
early part of 1922, I do not believe 
there will be as much planted as 
there was this year. Another short 
crop is inevitable, and yet spot cot- 
ton, ruled and governed by the play 
on the board, drops in price easier 
than it rises, under these condi- 
tions. 

For the first time on record Hes- 


ter’s figures showed a decrease in 
the visible supply for November, 
yet down went the market. Two 
hundred million bales sold on pa- 
per instead of seven and a half mil- 
lion bales in actwa) cotton.

Let these governors agree to go 
home and call in extra _ sessions 
their respective legislatures for the 
purpose of exterminating the boll 
weevils and reducing the acreage 
in cotton afterwards, 

Under the police powers of the 
respective states the legislatures 
have the power to destroy this pest 
for the public welfare and through 
public policy. 

This can be done by the passage 
of a law by each of the cotton pro- 
ducing states preventing, under pen- 
alty, the planting of any cotton 
seed during the year 1922. 

This will place two winters on 
the weevil without anything to eat 
and will destroy him. Then, at 
the same session let each of the 
states pass a law reducing the 
acreage in cotton after the year 
1922 to one-third the acreage in 
cultivation. This can be legally 
done by an occupation tax of $100 
per acre On each acre in cotton 
over or above the one-third of the 
acreage in cultivation. 

The returns to the tax collectors 
can be required in writing on oath, 
and each planter would have to 
= correctly to escape the 
tax, which would pay the county or 
state if he should go over. And 
the neighbors would help keep him 
right. ‘ 

What would this drastic legisla- 
tion accomplish? In the first place, 
all the cotton unsold would rise to 
49 or 50 cents per pound in gspite 
of the cotton exchanges, and the 
present financial situation would 
immediately be relfeved.

UF BIG FIRE LOSS 


Fitzgerald, Ga., November 29.— 
With one block in the main business 
section of Fitzgerald practically wiped 
out by fire early this morning, entuil 
ing a loss of about $275,000 with smai) 
insurance, business men tonight were 
making plans to rebuild. 

In response to calls for assistance, 
companies had arrived from Douglas, 
Ocilla, Tifton and Cordele. For sev- 
eral hours both telephone and tele- 
graph communications were destroyed. 
Telegraph communication has been re- 
stored, but telephones are still out of 
commission, ae 

The fire broke out in a building 
occupied by H. A. Burkhard, as a 
garage and automobile salesroom, and 
spread rapidly to the adjoining build- 
ings. The blaze was discovered about 
4 o'clock. Thirteen new automobiles 
were destroyed. 

The building occupied by the John- 
son Hardware company was the third 
to go. This was used as a storage 
warehouse. The fourth building to be 
consumed was that owned by Mrs. H. 
K. Sligh. The lower floor was used 
as a garage and for the storage of 
automobiles while the upper floor was 
used as an apartment house and was 
tenanted. Many of the tenants were 


forced to flee in their night clothes, 


For a while at seemed that the 
whole business section was doomed 
and calls for assistance were immedi- 
ately sent out. A strong northwest 
wind was blowing and the flames were 
making rapid progress. 

The Fitzgerald Herald office was 
slightly damaged. 

The loss sustained by Johnson Hard- 
ware company is estimated at $40,000 
with $19,000 insurance, while the loss 
to the Sligh building is $70,000 with 
no insurance. Other estimates of 
damages could not be obtained. It is 
not known how the fire started.

C. B. Hutchins, of Chicago, traffie 
manager of the American 
reau federation; F. E. Todd, of Mo- 
line, Ill, vice president of Deere & 
Co., representing the agricultural im- 
plement industry; S. Lowell, of 
Leonia, N. Y., master of the National 
Grange; R. D. Phillips, of Rochester, 
N. Y., of the International Apple 
Shippers’ association; R. Cumming, of 
Chicago, representing fruits and vege- 
tables, who is working in conjunction 


> with E. G. Dezell, assistant manager 


of the California Fruit Growers’ ex- 
change; A. J. Campbell, of Youngs- 
town, Ohio, president of the Youngs- 
town Sheet and Tube company, rep- 
resenting the steel interests. 

The committees, together with the 
representatives of the railroads, have 
been asked to complete their work by 
January 1, whereupon all data will be 
earefully reviewed and analyzed by an 
advisory committee, whose personnel 
will be announged shortly. ‘There will 
be twelve memers of this advisory 
committee, representing transporta- 
tion, industry and agriculture.

Comment on Artie Pew. 

“Bum” Day is given a center berth 
over Wittmer, of Princeton, and Gil- 
dea, the Jatter captain of Holy Cross. 
The Georgia star put up a corking 
good exhibiton of football when the 
Ked and Black held Crimson to a 10- 
to-7 victory in Cambridge on Octo- 
ber 15.

guards, police boxes and electrical 
wire and wireless communication in- 
stallations. 

“‘T shall not exhaust your patience 
by enumerating all of the specifie in- 
stances of these violations, for 1 shalJ 
not ask merely that each of these vio- 
lations be specifically discountenanced, 
for this would not give complete relief 
to China, since it ‘would not prevent 
other similar violations in the future. 
In behalf of the Chinese government, 

therefore, ask that this conference 
declare, as a comprehensive proposi- 
tion, that no one of the powers here 
represented—China of course not in- 
cluded—shall maintain electrical com- 
munication installations, or troops 
or railway guards or police boxes 
upon Chinese soil, except in those 
specific cases in which the powers 
desiring to do so may be able to show 
by affirmative and preponderant evi- 
dence and argument that it has a right 
so to do such as can be defended 
upon the basis of accepted princi- 
ples of international law and prac- 
tice and with the consent of the Chi- 
nese governinenft, 

Appeal to Justice. 

“‘No argument by me is needed to 
show that this conference stands com- 
mitted to the declaration which I now 
ask, by the principles which were 
udopted on November 2 Should any 
one of you consider the possibility of 
foreign troops or railway guards or 
police boxes, or electrical communica- 
thon installations being maintained 
upon the soil of your own country 
without the consent of the 
ment which you represent, your feel- 
ings of justice and your sense of the 
dignity due to your own state would 
make evident to you the propriety of 
the joint declaration which China now 
asks you to make in her behalf. ‘The 
proposition surely stands self-evidence 
that, if a nation asserts a right to 
maintain troops or guards, or police 
or to erect and operate systems 
communication upon the soil of an- 
other state, whose sovereignty and 
independence and territorial and ad- 
ministrative integrity it has just sol- 
emnly affirmed and obligated itself 
to respect, upon that state should lie 
a heavy burden of proof to justify 
80 grievous an infringement of the 
rights of exclusive territorial juris- 
dietion which international law as 
well as a general sense of interna- 
tional comity and justice recognize 
as attaching to the status of sover- 
cignty and independence.
